It is likely tliat the appropriations 
committee will attempt to sandwich the 
pension Irill in between this measure and 
the MeKinley bill. The appropriation 
hill has no place in the order of business, 
Inn the uther Imsiness of the senate 
must j^ive it riffht of way. It was 
thought at first that the McEinley bill 
would go tlirongh the senate withont 
oppiMtion in the form in which it came 
from the finance committee. There was 
no o])]Misition to it in. that committee, 
and rht^ re will be no Democratic opposi- 
tion ot imiwrtance on the floor of the 
fennte. Bnt opixwition has developed in 
a new quarter, and it promises to delay 
by n day or two the passage of the bill. 

Jlr. Evaits has announced his inten- 
ti in of olfering some amendments to the 
bill as reported from the committee, the 
chief of which is a proposition that all 
final judguients, whMi in favor of the 
imposfUnhHll be paid by the secretary 
of the trvnsiu'y from the iiermanent and 
detiuit^ appropriations provided for in 
the bill. This tvoposed amenttoent 
^doee not meet with the sanction of the 
msmben of the committee, and its in- 
tfodnction is likely to lead to some de- 
bate. 

It is the intention of the Repablican 
leaders of the hooae to force tiie silver 
queHtion to a ooncliision, so ftu: as the 
house ia concerned, during the week. 
The compromise bill will be tlie meas- 
ure broiurht forward. TM> days will 
be devoted to its discussion, voting an 
its passage to take plaoe immediately at 
the conclusion of the debate. 

The Morrill service pension bill which 
recently failed to get a hearing tmder 
suspensudiof tifiB rules, will be consid- 
•lOTT^TODauiy on Tuesday, and pushed 
to a conclusion hwora adjoonment on 
that day. This bill was sanctioned by 
the Republican caucus on last Wednes- 
day and the Betrablloans have vhrtually 
pledged themselves to its support. 

An arrangement has been made by 
which oue day in the week, probably 
Fritlay, will be set apart for the iKisiv»Ke 
of public building bills. Monday \\nll 
be devoted to matters concerning the 
District of Columbia. Mr. Mc£nley 
lias stated that the tarifF debate will not 
liegin during the week, but he may 
briiig forwara the Dingley bill to in- 
crease the duties on woretea cloths. Mr. 
HMiderson, of Illinois, would like to 
have the river and harbor bill called up 
for discussion, bnt it is probable that he 
will defer to the wishes of the Republi- 
can leaders in regard to the program for 
the wedi.

FLO OD IN TE XAS. 

The Trinity niv«*r Far Out of Ita Baafca 
aiKl Mill Klalng. 
New Orleans, April 28.— The Times 
Democrat's Dallas. Te.x., special sjtys: Tli« 
most destructive flood ever known in 
the history of North Texas is now pitss- 
ing through the Trinity. The great rain 
on Friday raised every tributary of it 
far out of their banks. Saturday and 
Sattirday night it rose rapidly, and at 10 
o'clock Snuday morning passed the 
highest Water mark in finy years. In 
front of tills city it Is two milns wide, 
extending to the foot of Flanders 
Height west, and to Qak CUif south 
of the city. On the north all the 
residences from a hundred' yards beyond 
(Cochrane street are submerged, some 
to the second floor, and others to the 
attic. Nu uuo has been reported 
drowned.

On the south, and in front of the dty, 
there is one vast ocean thirty and foity 
feet deep, and at this hour it is still ris- 
ing and will so continue untU at least 
Tuesday. Its like has never been seen. 

Trains on all the railroads, llie Texas 
Pacific, the Missotiri Paoiflo, the Santa 
Fe and the Greenville, are not running 
weat, north or south of the dty. Wash- 
outs ore reported all|along their Unes, but 
the worst are immediately around the 
dty. Ghuigs of men are watching the 
bridges over the Trinity river, andceep- 
ing off the drift. The crest of the waves 
lack six feet of the flooring of the bridges 
in the city, but the Santa Fe's Central 
below town are reported submerged. 
News from the surrotmding country is 
bad. Small bridges have been de- 
stroyed by the deluge; indeed, few are 
left. 

The destruction of crops will amotmt 
to little or nothing, for, as wxm as the 
water goes down, they will grow again. 
The storm of Friday will be a memora- 
ble one. It extendisd flx>m the Indian 
territory to the gtdf , and from Marshall 
to Abilene. There was not a stream, 
however small or great, that was not 
raised high above the high water mark. 
At many iM)ints there were hurricanes 
of wind and one genuine cyclone. 
Many houses were blown down, but so 
far not a single life has been reported 
lost. To-flay a norther is blowing, and 
fires are quite fomfortable. To-morrow 
we look for several feet additional water 
in the Trinitv. and we are thankftd that 
it Koes into t^ie gulf direct aud not down 
upon unfortunate Louisiaua.

Boston, April W.— The Globe pnb- 

lislies an article showing the situation in 
New F.iigland regarding the labor dem- 
onstration to take place May 1. It says 
that Boston and 'Worcester will lie the 
main battle grounds for this state, in 
both of whi( h the contest will be for a 
working dav of eight hours. 

The greater part of tho 3,000 carpen- 
ters eiiiplox ,il in Boston will strike for 
eight hours, but they make no demand 
for an increase in the hour rate of 
wages. They believe that a d(>crease in 
hours will cause an inciease in wages, 
according to the law of sujiiily ami de- 
mand. The carpent<-rs are so well or- 
ganizeil all through New Kngland and 
even the Canadian provinces, that there 
is litllo fear of outside cariieiiters com- 
ing here to take their idaces. 

It is said that in Worcester the paint- 
ers, iiluinlieiM and slaters will ask for 
nine hours with the lanie jiay they now 
get for ten hours work. 

>i'or< ross Bro; hers and Darlin.if Broth- 
ers have aiiiionnied that they will adi>pt 
nine lioui s May 1 for cariM iiters. and 
their mill hands and other iinloor work- 
men, in nine other cities in this state, 
the car](<'nters demand a working day of 
nine hours. In several cities the plum- 
bers, bricklayers and masons will de- 
maiid nine hours. 

The (luarrynieii anil granite cutters in 
t^uiiicy will jirobubly strike, as the 
bos.'-es. while willing to grab the nine 
hour .system, will not agree to the price 
per hoiu' demandi'd by the workmen. 
Strikes are exjwctecl among the granite 
cutters at Westerly, R. I. : Concord, N. 
H.. ami Hallowell, Me. The mechanics 
at Portsmouth, N. >1., and the carix;n- 
ters at Portland and Lewiston, Me., de- 
mand nine hours.
